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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed possible amendments that will place the application into 
condition for allowance. Claim 9 was used as a representative claims and therefore it was suggested by the examiner 
that incorporation of claim 12 into independent claim 9 would make the claim allowable of the prior art. The examiner 
also suggested making the other independent claims parallel to claim 9 as well as amending them to overcome 
possible 112 rejections and in order to make the entire application into condition for allowance. Mr. Richmond agreed 
to the proposed changes and the examiner agreed to make the changes in the form of an examiner's amendment and 
pass the case to issue.
